The amendment filed February 22, 2007 amending claim 11 has been entered. 
Claims 1 -1 9 are pending. 

The statement regarding the availability of the biological deposit of CBS 108915 
and 108916 is given in Remarks filed February 22, 2007, page 13, last paragraph. This 
overcomes the 112, 1 st paragraph rejection of claims 1 1 and 14.

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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The 112, 1 st paragraph rejections are withdrawn because Applicants showed that 
suborder Tylopoda comprises only one family "Camelidae which in turn consists of three 
genera, and a total of six species" (Remarks of 2/22/07, page 7). They further showed 
that the prochymosin sequence identity among 4 of these species lies in the 98% range 
(page 8). Because of that the Camelus dromedarius prochymosin is considered to be 
sufficient to represent the entire genus of Tylopoda prochymosins.
